"The Saskatchewasi Legislature 
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The Legislatures of the three Prairie Provinces .meet in session, as a 
rule, about the same lime each year, but while those of Alberta and Manitoba 
Are still in session at the time of writing, Saskatchewan's law makers have 
completed their labors At this time, to an even greater extent than is 
usually the caso, members of the Legislative Assembly in all three Provinces 
are confronted with many of the same problems, and it will be a matter of 
some interest, therefore, to follow the course pursued by the several bodies 
fn grappling with the difficulties which confront them in common. 

Foremost among the problems which demanded attention at Regina, 
and which likewise call for consideration at Winnipeg and Edmonton, is that 
of finance. In other words, devising ways and means whereby a sufficient 
revenue can be raised to meet necessary expenditures, or, on the contrary, 
ko reducing expenditures without seriously interfering with efficiency in 
administration and without neglecting the needs of the country, as to bring 


the Provincial budget within the total ‘of fevenue obtainable, 

In the Prairie Provincial Treasurers are badly handicapped 
when it comes to increasing reyenues as the instruments for so doing that 
are available to them are few in number and limited in their operations. Un 
like the older Provinees, the Prairie Provinces do not enjoy ownership and 
control of their natural resources, nor is there that accumulated wealth in 
this new country which is to be found In the older settled parts of Canada 
and which through succession duties and corporation taxes is made to yield a 
Bubstantial Provincial revenue. Ontario, for example, is reported to have 
profited to the extent of $4,500,000 from succession duties alone this year, 
where as the amount so obtainable in Saskatchewan is a mere bagatelle. 

It was natural, therefore, that the Saskatchewan Legislature should again 
and most vigorously voice a demand for the transfer of the natural resources 
of the Provinces to the local Government, and the sister 
can bo depended upon to join in the demand. Such a transfer must soon be 
effected if a serious financial situation is not to become acute, and a still 
stronger feeling of irritation against the older Provinces develop because of 
@ sense of the injustice now suffered by the West. 

Nothing startling in the way of augmenting the revenue was considered 
in Saskatchewan; rather an attempt was forecasted of endeavoring to reduce 
expenditures to the lowest possible point consistent with efficiency and 
proper administration, The idea of imposing a Provincial income tax has 
not met with favor in Saskatchewan in view of the fact that it would mean a 
triple income tax, such taxes being already levied by the Dominion and city 
and town municipalities. 

A second outstanding problem which demanded attention at Regina, and 
fs also to the fore in the Provinces to the east and west, was the proper en- 
forcement of the prohibitory liquor laws. Demands were made on the Govy- 
ernment to abandon the present Saskatchewan Temperance Act and to revert 
to the poiicy of restricted sale of liquor by the Government itself. To all 
such demands the Government and Legislature turned a deaf ear, and the 
view prevailed and was overwhelmingly sustained that every effort should be 
put forth to give the Act a fair trial. The result was the passage of numer- 
ous amendnients all designed to further strengthen the Act and close the 
loopholes through which the lawbreaker could escape and the bootlegger 
practice his many and devious devices. 

By resolution the Legislature reafiirmed its position on the Customs 
tariff by demanding a general lowering of duties on article of prime necessity 
to the agricultural producer. Unquestionably there was much force in the 
contention of D. H. McDonald, of North Qu’Appelle, that, inasmuch as the 
tariff is subject to Federal jurisdiction and control exclusively, the Legisla- 
ture was going outside its domain in passing upon it, and in taking such a 
stand he occupied sound constitutional ground. However, the tariff is no 
longer a partizan question in Saskatchewan, but is now regarded purely as an 
economic issue. As such the present Saskatchewan Legislature, like its 
predecessors, felt that it should, as the only body entitled to speak for the 
whole Province, officially declare its views inasmuch as the tariff undoubted- 
ly has a direct and profound effect on the agricultural prosperity of the 
Province. The declaration for tariff reduction was, therefore, dealt with in 
the same spirit and from the same economic point of view as the demand for 
lower freight rates. Entrusted with promoting the welfare of the Province, 
the Legislature spoke the mind of the people on these questions. 

Taken as a whole, the session was uneventful. An unusually large 
number of Bills were considered, but these, for the most part, were for the 
purpose of amending existing statutes as experlence in their administration 
had demonstrated to be necessary. Unlike preceding sessions, 
bo officially organized and recognized Opposition party. Nevertheless, there 
was close watch maintained upon all Government legislation, constructive 
criticism offered, and the necessary and effective spur provided to keep the 
Government careful in iis‘handling of public business.

Canada Offers Advantages 


Needs of Dominion for Increase In 
Population is Shown 

Sir Augustus M. Nanton, of Winni- 
peg, speaking at a Canadian gather- 
ing in London, said that one of Can- 
ada’s greatest needs was an increase 
of population. He regretted there 
was so little mutual trading between 
Canada and the United: Kingdom, 
Canadian products, he said, came to 
the British Isles in very meagre quan- 
tities 

The action of the United States in 
increasing her tariff against Canada, 
said Sir Augustus, rendered the, time 
never more opportune for Great Brt- 
tain to capture Canadian trade. 

A suggestion that British manu- 
facturers should establish themselves 
in Canada with branch plants from 
which to handle was 
made by Sir Augustu: These plants 
would give some of unem- 
ployed population work the 
healthiest climate, and this arrange- 
ment would to some extent lighten 
the drain on British coal. 

It was an error, ssid the speaker, 
to think that immigraiion would take 
care of itself. He hoped that the 
governments of both countries would 
work together to prevent the foreign 
element in Canada increasing by an 
undue percentage. 

Sir_Augustus said Canada ought to 
have adequate representation in Lon- 
don, with the staff there properly 
housed.

in active operation, Bach of the 
leading farms may be said to repre- 
sent a section of the Dominion differ- | 

‘ing physically and climatically from | 
other sections, and presenting prob- 
lems on the solution of which success- 
ful farming in the region served large- 
ly depends. | 

Besides serving the older provinces, 
the extension of the system has kept | 
pace, so far as available funds would! 
permit, with the opening up of the! 
newer districts for settlement, and

_ ally taking place in farming general- | 

-lys _| The settlement of all untried 
territory brings with it new conditions 
and new problems which must be met | 
and solved’ if farming is to be success: | 
ful. This is particularly true of a! 
country so vast in extent as our own, | 
and presenting such varied types of | 
soll and climate. Advice is neces- 
gary, based on practical test, as to | 
the most profitable type of agricul- 
ture, the best methods, and the most; 
suitable varieties of crops and live: 
stock. Thus farm after farm and sta- 
tion after station was added to the | 
chain, each becoming a centre of ex: | 
periment and _ investigation, so that 
those who take up farming in the! 
regions served may have done for 
them by the government work that | 
they were unable Individually to un- | 
dertake. 

In briefly sketching the history and} 
growth of the system, it should be} 
explained that the whole is directed 
through what is known as the Experi- | 
mental_Farms Branch of the Domin- ; 
ion Department of Agriculture. The 
branch has .its. headquarfers at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
A list of the thirteen divisions which 
it comprises will give a general idea 
of the comprehensiveness of the 
work. These include the divisions 
of field busbandry, animal husbandry, 
horticulture, cereals, forage plants, 
poultry, bees, tobacco, economic 
fibres, chemistry, botany, illustra-! 
tion stations, and extension and ‘pub- 
licity. 

The preliminary step looking to the 
establishment of the system was tak 
en in 1884, when a select committee | 
of the House of Commons was ap 
pointed to enquire into the _ best 
means of encouraging and developing 
agriculture in Canada. In the ygar 
following, Dr. William Saunders, of 
London, Ontario, was authorized to! 

isit experimental farms in the Unit 
ed States and in Europe. Following 
his report, an act was passed provid- 
ing for thé-establishment of the pres 
ent Central Farm, which was to serve | 
Ontario and Quebec jointly, and for a | 
branch farm in the Maritime Prov 
inces, in Manitoba, in the Northwest 
Territories, and in British Columbia. | 
The lines of investigation cited in the} 
act to be followed included livestock | 
breeding, dairying, the testing of cer-| 
eals and other field crops, grasses and 
forage plants, fruits, vegetablos, trees | 


and plants generally, the study of 
seeds, fertilizers, plant and animal | 
diseases, and insect pests, Any ex 


periments or researecnées that might 
benefit agriculture were authorized to 
be entered upon 

Two years after the passing of the 
act, farms were in practical operation | 
at Ottawa, ‘Nappan, N.S., Brandon, 
Man., Indian Head, N.W.T., and Agas 
aiz, B.C. The main staff then com 
prised Dr. Saunders as director, and 
the officers in charge of the Divisions 
of Entomology and Botany, Chemistry 
and Horticulture.

“I was greatly impressed,” said the 
General, “by the way the farmers of 
Scotland go about their work. They 
put back on the the land what they 
take from it. I mean by that, their 
broad idea is that the land be never 
allowed to lose its energy and be 
kept always well fertilized and kept 
under rich cultivation. It is because 
of this that the Scottish farmer gath- 
ers sixty bushels of grain to the acre 
while in Australia and, I think, Can- 
ada, only secure about thirty bushels. 
What is true of the farms of Scotland 
is equally true of England Her farm 
lands are well cultivated and not al- 
lowed to run out. The farmers of 
Scotland are ‘very up to date and can 
teach us a lot.”

It is announced that the terms upon 
which reserved crown lands will be 
sold for agricultural purposes in Brit- 
ish Columbia are a price of $5.00 per 
acre for first-class arable land and 
2.50 per acre for second-class grazing 
land, the minimum area to be sold un- 
der such an agreement to one pur- 
chaser being forty acres and the max- 
imum 640 acres.
